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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Patwardhan 
etal. (US 6,741,615). 

3. In regards to claim 17, Patwardhan discloses a device for use in aligning a frame, the 
device comprising: parallel compare circuits (fig. 20 elements 2000-2035) configured to receive 
data and a predetermined sequence (column 19 lines 48 and 49), and to produce a comparison 
result (col. 19 lines 47-59); and a state machine (fig. 20.2050) configured to receive the 
comparison result from the parallel compare circuits and to produce a frame alignment 
determination (col. 20 lines 18-26). 

4. In regards to claim 1 8, Patwardhan discloses the device of claim 17 wherein: each of the 
parallel compare circuits is configured to produce a separate comparison result (col. 20 lines 18- 
20 and for example col. 19 lines 47-59 which details the different comparisons of 2000 and 
2005), and the state machine in configured to receive each of the separate comparison results 
(col. 20 lines 22-35). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5 . Claims 1 - 1 6 are allowed. 
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6. Claim 19 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments, see page 10, filed 9/5/06, with respect to the rejection(s) of 
claim(s) 17 and 18 under 102 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the 
rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of 
rejection is made in view of a new reference, Patwardhan. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Carotti discloses using comparators and a state machine to align signals.
